All the tubes check good on my TV-7 tester and all the high and low voltage 
caps check good. I am reluctant to put a meter on the HV to see what it is 
doing....safety and respect for HV leaves that to the last resort. 


The bias setting is correct at -49 volts and remains quite constant keyed or 
in the stand-by mode.

This might not help but many years ago my Central Electronics 100V had 

an effect similar but in reverse....As it reached operating temperature, the 
output on 40 meters would drop down drastically.... 

I finally isolated the problem to a button ceramic picofarad condenser, I 
think a 4 picofarad....I got a can of circuit cooler and when the output 
dropped down I spayed the little rascal and bam, the output jumped 

back up to normal....Replacing the little critter cured the problem.... 

Good luck with your troubleshooting!

I would insert a plate current meter in the HV power supply 

as described in the tech manual, and see if the resting current 
of the 6146's was changing during warmup. You may just need 

a different set of finals that was happy at -49V bias. 

You should plug one 6146 in at a time, set the bias for 

2Q0mA plate current, and note the required bias for that tube. 
Choose tubes that match closely. 


I tested about 30 6146's in an HT-32B some years back, and found 
that the required resting current varied all over the place, 
even among tubes with the same date codes. All the tubes 


tested OK on a TV-7 tube tester, but not all were OK 
for use in the HT-32B. 


When you test one tube at a time, remove the second tube completely. 
If you leave it in its socket with only the plate cap removed, 
it will draw excessive screen current.

When you are tightening a screw, lockwasher or not, hold the torque for 10 
seconds when the screw will no longer turn ... don't horse on it, just hold the 
torque. 


The screw in question will stay tightened, possibly forever. 
I think it is because the metal creeps a bit. 

Works for me.. for 50 or so years.
